FYI - While working on the portal for this mne/EPA Superfund Site, over a million gallons 
of water surged out to Upper Cement Creek, which leads to the Animas River. The water is 
very orange, carrying dissolved iron and zinc. Caller wanted WQ to notify downstream 
users that the surge is expected to reach Silvertown and downstream users shortly. Tom 
Schaffer was reached and is working on calling downstream users. They do not expect the 
water to exceed the banks of the river. Water is still being released more slowly from the 
mine site.
